yesterday aboard the U.S.S. Florida. 


Intimation that a third vessel fig- 


ured in tlip crash which tore a huge 
hole in the side of the McFarland 
swept away the bridge and burst the 
oil tanks, was made late in the day 
by Junior Lieut. Herbert Finebaiim 
navigatin* officer of the McFarland. 


Finebaiim, called to1 submit the de- 


stroyer's lop and charts, testified thn 
the destroyer was forced into the po- 
sition that caused It to be struck aa 
the result of an effort to avoid a col- 
lision with the destroyer Bainbridge 
Examination of the ]ops and chart? 
showed that the 
collision 
occurred 


within tliroe minutes after n sudden 
change of course by thn McFarland. 


Examination of wit nesses from the 


Arkansas and the 
1 submission of the 


log and charts of the battleship to- 
gether with testimony of a technical 
nature occupied the greater part of 
the day. The log of 
the Arkansas 


showed that the collision occurred at 
4.15 o'clock In thft morning. Witness- 
es from the Arkansas testified 
that 


the visibility on the 
night of 
the 


mishap was fair and that ihe lights 
of the destroyer were visible at a con- 
siderable 
distance. 
Finebnum, 
the 


sole witness from the McFarland to 
be called, was then asked to submit 
the destroyer's records. 


Finebaiim was asked u> indicate nn 


the chart the position of the destroyer 
at the time of the accident. It was at 
this point that n gap was noted 
the plotted course of the destroyer 
and the navigating officer, called upon 
to explain, said that no course was 
plotted from 4 o'clock until 4.12. 


In that interval, Finebaiim testified, 


the captain was maneuvering the Mc- 
Farland in an effort to avoid a colli- 
sion with the Bainbridge, which had 
come up on the port quarter. Three 
minutes later, the log of the Arkansas 
showed, the battleship
